nagua, a governm ent communique 
indicated. 
It read: 
"T he government of­ 
ficially states th a t the action of the 
Guardia N ational in killing Sandino 
was contrary to the instructions of 
President Sacasa to guarantee the 
lives of Sandino and his followers 
while they were in Managua. 
“The president severely reproves 
the act of some individual guards­ 
man and has ordered an immediate 
investigation and is requesting con­ 
gress to give him the necessary fa ­ 
cilities to m aintain public order.” 
All outgoing messages were cen­ 
sored. Reported slain with Sandino 
were two of his form er generals. 
By the term s of the peace pact 
signed 
by 
President Sacasa and 
Sandino in February, 1933, the la t­ 
ter laid down his arm s with the ex­ 
ception of keeping IOO former fol­ 
lowers who were to retain their 
arm s for one year. 
W ith these IOO men he was en­ 
gaged in cooperative farming. San­ 
dino came to M anagua last week 
from his colony to term inate a r­ 
rangem ents for final disarming.

M any a lonely hour would be brightened and m any a life cheered 
by these scrap-books, and an increased love for good literature and clean 
hum or would result, and benefits to thousands accruing th a t nothing 
could adequately measure.

Aryan influence under terms of an 
order issued by Karl Litzmann, who

All oragnizatiorqs connected with 
the sport are ordered to report their 
financial standings at the close of 
last year and members of boards of 
directors are directed to fill out a 
questionnaire embodying the Aryan 
paragraph, originally intended only 
to apply to civil service employes, 
but since stretched out to cover all 
forms of German activities. 
Not only are the boards of direc­ 
tors to be purged, but Litzmann or­ 
dered 
that 
members 
should 
be 
scanned closely and only those who 
are ardent nazis should be entrust­ 
ed wish Important posts "in so far 
as it is in the interests of sport." 
All members of the boards, except 
the secretary, are ordered to serve 
without pay.
